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REMARKS 

Claims 1-28 are pending in the application and stand rejected. Claims 1-14 have been 
canceled without prejudice, and the abstract has been amended to comport to the remaining 
claims. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C $112 

Claims 2 and 16 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 as failing to comply with the written 
description requirement. Claim 2 has been cancelled and claim 16 has been amended to remove 
both limitations objected to by the Examiner. Applicant thus submits that this rejection is now 
moot. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C §101 

Claims 1-2 and 4-13 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101 because claim 1 does not 
disclose a tangible medium." Applicant has canceled these claims without prejudice and 
respectfully submits that this rejection is now also moot.
